For instance, 
there are com tively few on the 
soles of the feet, palms of the hands, 
etc., while they are numerous on 
the face and certain other parts of 
the body. It will be palpably ap- 
parent that the skin is not pierced 
with 2,000,000 tubes without some 
purpose. Now, every one knows 
what sweating is—a — taking 
violent exercise soon finds his body 
covered with a greasy fluid, com- 
monly called sweat. e cause and 
effect are simple and plain. The 
body has done an increased amount 
of work, consequently there is an 
increased amount of waste to be got 
rid of, and these 2,000,000 tu 
have conveyed this waste and de- 
posited it outside the body. Had 
the ends of these tubes been closed 
up with dirt, or any other accumu- 
lation of matter, they could not have 
acted as sewers, and probably the 
blood would have been — or 
at least have sustained great in- 
jury. These sweat-tubes (if the 
writer may be pardoned for using a 
non-medical term, ) ought always to 
be acting; day and night they ought 
to be conducting waste from the 
blood, and depositing it outside the 
body. It (waste) is generally con- 
veyed in such small quantities, and 
so uniformly, as not to be sensible 
to our observation, and is therefore 
called “insensible perspiration.” Yet 
notwithstanding this, persons who 
do not exert themselves much, expel 
from the * on an average, about 
one and a half pounds of sweat per 
day. When, however, we exert our- 
selves in long and severe exercise, 
this moisture 1s conducted so quietly 
and in such quantities as to become 
visible, and the sweat is then termed 
“sensible perspiration.” _ 

One of the benefits of sweating is 
that the body is cooled—if water is

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sprinkled on any heated surface, 
such surface is cooled—so perspira 
tion, whether sensible or insensible, 
in a like manner cools the body by 
evaporation. 

ere are thus two very import- 
ant functions performed by the skin; 
it wraps the body and binds it as with 
a garment; and it is porous, havi 


innumerable tubes which act as 


sewers to convey water and oil to 
keep the skin soft and cool, and at 
the same time purify the blood. 

To maintain an absolutely pure 
condition of the body, the followi 
primary rules will be found 
and cannot be too scrupulously at- 
tended to. | 

The body ought to be washed all 
winter, an ible, every day in 
summer; for when the face only is 
washed, the pores of the skin in 
other parts of the body are not kept 
sufficiently open, and consequently 
extra work is thrown upon the pores 
of the skin of the face, and — 
appear pimples, blotches, and black 
specks. All the pores of the body 
ought to be kept open by the use of 
soap and water, as then the work of 
— rid of the poisonous matter 
om the blood is distributed equally 
over the whole surface, and no part 
of the skin is overtaxed. In cold, 
damp climates, itis not wise to have 
a cold bath every morning. Much 
mischief is done to both old and 
young by the sudden contact of cold 
water to the whole of the body. The 
shock caused by so doing sends large 
quantities of blood from the surface 
to the internal organs, and over 
exerts the heart to such an extent, 
that in time irreparable mischief is 
caused. Sudden shocks, like violent 
exertion, injure even the stro t 
men, and he who wants to live 
healthily should avoid extremes 
alike of heat and cold. It is always 
wise to take the chill off the water 
before bathing in winter, and to use 
plenty of soap., In hot climates, 
cold water may be safely used, as 
water in such places always con- 
tains a great amount of latent heat. 
For the strong, sea water bathing 
is nearly always safe, as sea water 
is seldom quite cold. For those who 
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work hard, and whose, occupation is 
not too clean, warm water, with 
large quantities of soap, is prefer- 
able to cold baths. ;

A NEW BILL.

On Wednesday last (May 14th), ano- 
ther Utah bill was introduced in the 
Senate, by Senator Edmunds. It is 
unlike any of the other measures be- 
fore Congress, as it adopts the sug- 
gestions made by Governor Thomas 
and the Utah Commission, for the 
enlargement of their autocratic powers 
in official circles in Utah. It abolishes 
existing election districts and appor- 
tionments of members of the legisla- 
tive assembly of the Territory, and 
provides that as soon as the result of 
the census of 1890 shall be made 
known, the Governor, the Secretary 
and the Utah Commission shall re- 
district the Territory, and apportion 
the representatives to the council and 
house of representatives, so as to pro- 
vide as nearly as may be for an equal 
representation of the people, which 
apportionment shall continue until 

ngress shall otherwise provide. No 

rsons other than citizens of the 

nited States, and otherwise quali- 
fied, shall be entitled to vote at any 
election in said Territory. The offices 
of territorial auditor and treasurer, 


commissioners to locate, aniversity 


lands, probate judges, coutity cler 
selectmen, assessors, — — 
superintendents of district schools, 
are to be vacated, and all such officers 
shall be appointed by the Governor 
of said Territory, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Utah Com- 
mission; but when any officer holds 
his office by; virtue of appointment 
from the President, he shall continue 
in office until the expiration of his 
term. The Utah Commission is au- 
thorized in its discretion to cause new 
registrations of voters to be made, 
instead of revisions of previous lists, 
as now required by the laws of Utah. 
Said board is also authorized and em- 
powered to make and enforce rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with 
the laws of the United States, for the 
conduct of registrations and elections 
in said Territory. The bill was re- 
ferred to the committee on judiciary. 
As Senator Edmunds is chairman of 
that committee, it virtually means 
referring the measure to himself.— 
Deseret News. 


A SETTLEMENT IN MEXICO. 


Casas GRANDES, Mexico, May 6th, 
1890. [Correspondence of the Deseret 
News.|—I1 herewith send you a brief 
sketch of our little settlement in this 
— of Mexico. It — of * 
amilies, numbering 63 80 and is 
situated on the Piedras Verde” River, 
about six miles north of Casas Grandes, 
and about eighteen miles from the 
colony of “Juarez.” The valley at 
this point is about nine miles wide 
and the river winds through it on the 
west side of the settlement. The 
course of the river is marked by a 
dense line of trees on either bank, a 


beautiful contrast to the wide, open 
plain on either side. As a rule we 
have an abundance of grass, but owing 
to the lack of spring rains, the grass is 
not very good so far this season. 

This is the second year since the 
establishment of this settlement, As 
yet it is without a name, but we ex- 
pect in the near future to have a 
permanent organization and give it 
one. It is known at present among 
the Mexicans as San Francisco, We 
have at present an organization, with 
Brother F. W. Jones as presiding 
Elder, under the jurisdiction of Bish-

have also a Sunday school, Primary 
and T. M. and T. L. M. I. A. running 


in food order. | 
p to date we have planted 2,135 
fruit trees, 1,775 shade trees, 1,670 
grape vines, and at a low estimate we 
place the average for this year’s crop 
as follows: wheat 65 acres, corn 155 
acres, cane 12 acres, oats 5 acres. We 
have quite a lot of vegetables, such as 
potatoes, cabbage, onions, beans, peas, 
and likewise fruit. Some of the peo- 
e have put out small patches of 
— for bay, and these are doing 
| 
We are all enjoying the blessing 
of health, and feel to thank the 
Lord for the fair prospects 
before us. The difficulties we are 
obliged to meet and overcome in 
settling up this country are nothing 
to compare with the trials met by the 
Saints in the settlement of Utah. 
Here bread is plentiful, and we 
have a beautiful open climate without 
any snow in winter, and cool, agree- 
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able summers. There is room for 
thousands of Saints in this coun 
and plenty of excellent land to be 
purchased at a reasonable 

The Mexican people seem to enter- 
tain the best of feeling towards us, 
and show us every consideration. 
This part of Chihuahua is still in an 
almost uncultivated state, owing to 
the warfare that has been carried on 
for years by the Apaches, this being 
the chief seat of operations of that 
lawless band. In Casas Grandes there 
are hundreds of widows and orphans 
whose husbands and fathers have 
murdered by these border ruffians; 
but now that peace has been restored 
everything is brightening up and the 
country is beginning to develop. It 
is reported that by the commence- 
ment of another year we shall have 
a railroad connecting this place with 
Deming, N. M. 

The News is always a welcome 
visitor, as it keeps us posted on the 
condition of the “outside world.”

Sr. Paul, Minn., April 286th. — Gen- 
eral Ruger, of the department of 
Dakota, V. S A., yesterday received a 
letter from Major Carrol, Fort Custer, 
Mont., stating that the Indians of the 
Tongue river agency were greatly 
excited over the expected appearance 
of the Savior.

Some 
time ago, an Indian interpreter at the 
3 and Arapahoe agency, fin 
the Indian Territory, wrote in a per- 
sonal letter to the interpreter at the 
Tongue River agency that the Chay- 
ennes and Arapahoes here are greatly 
excited about Christ coming amon 
some of the Northern tribes of

My friends here wish me to = 
what there is about it, and what do 
you know about it? They sent two 
of their young men to the Shoshone 
agency in Idaho a month and a half 
ago to find out all about it, but these 
two have not returned yet, 

The Tongue River interpreter made 
an investigation 2 the Indians 
there and reports as follows :— 

„This Christ is in the mountains, 
and he wants all the Indians to come to 
him ; that he will put them behind 
him and, having all the whites before 
him, will roll the world over on them 
(the whites) and destroy them. He 
is a white man.“

FACTS AND EVENTS.

San Francisco, May 30th.—A train on the narrow-gauge railway connecting this city 
with Oakland, to-day ran into an open drawbridge in Webster-street, and the engine, 
tender, and first carriage crushed through the structure and were precipitated into the 
water. Thirty persons are believed to have been drowned. Up to the present thirteen 
bodies have been recovered. . : 

St. Petersburg, May 3lst.—M. Peschkoff, non-commissioned officer, who left Validi- 
vostock in November last on horseback to ride across Siberia to St. Petersburg, a dis. 
tance of nearly 5,000 miles, has successfully completed the journey, arriving here this 
morning. Throughout the whole day M. Peschkoff has been the object of enthusiastic 
ovations on the part of the people. | 

The highest price ever given for the picture of a living artist has just been recorded. 

1814,“ by Meissonier, representing Napoleon on horseback, surrounded by his generals, 
on the eve of his abdication, has been purchased of M. Delahaute for 500,000 francs, and 
immediately re-sold to M. Chauchard, formerly manager of the Louvre drapery shop, 
for 850,000 francs. It was painted in 1864, and is 30 inches long by 20 inches wide. 
The British sloop Braak capsized in the Delaware on May 23, 1798, with, it is said, 
nearly £2,000,000 worth of valuables on board. An American company has located“ 
the wreck, and is about to make an effort to recover the treasure. The evidence in favor 
of treasure to the amount stated having been on board at the time of the catastrophe is 
not satisfactory; but the ship seems to have contained about £7,000 worth of copper. 


It would appear from advices received by the last mail, that the influenza epidemic 
was not only widespread in Australia, but remarkable in its effects. At one town parti- 
cularly, several of the schools had to be closed, through the children being affected with 
the malady. At one time one school had 300 children absent with the complaint, Gov- 
ernment officials were stricken down with it, and in more than one case ships were unable 
to sail through their crews being ill with influenza. 1 
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A New Bumm Mareriat.—A material known as zylolithe has been introduced by 
Messrs. Cohnfeld and Co., of Pottschappel, Dresden. Zylolithe is composed of a mix- 
ture of sawdust and certain chemicals, and is compressed into plates at a pressure of 
2,500,000,000 kilogs. per square metre. Without losing the property of wood, it possesses 
the hardness of stone, and it is practically fireproof. A 7-centimetre cube of the material 
was exposed to the action of a coal fire in the heating chamber of a stove for five hours 
at the Royal Experiment Station without taking fire or the internal structure being des- 
troyed, although it became red hot.— Industries. 


A new electric industry has been established in West Lynn, Mass., for the manufacture 
of welded shells. The American Government, it is said, has given an order for 100,000 
Hotchkiss gun and Shrapnel shells as soon as facilities for their manufacture, under the 
patent of Lieutenant Wood, U. S. N., are ready. By the new process the shells, instead 
of being made of cast iron and boxed as formerly, are made by welding the chilled point 
and butt to a section of a soft iron pipe, and, in the case of Shrapnel shells, the trouble of 
graduating the thickness with calipers after boring and adjusting the delicately poised 
the powder and the bullets, — Electrical

swept over Sofia at half-past 
one o’clock on Saturday afternoon, May 3lst, and lasted for fifteen minutes. The storm, 
which was preceded by strange atmospheric noises, caused very considerable damage both 
there and in the country, the hailstones being in some cases as large as nuts. The prin- 
cipal destruction has been caused in the northern portion of the town, which now presents 
the appearance of having sustained a bombardment. Scarcely a house amongst those 
exposed to the north escaped being damaged by the storm. In the majority of cases all 
the windows are broken, while some houses have had their roofs and chimneys carried 
away or displaced, garden walls and palings being also blown down. A wooden shed in 
the vicinity of the barracks, containing cannon and gun cartridges, was completely shat- 
tered. Two soldiers were killed, and eleven sustained injuries. A number of telegraph 
posts have also been blown down. The damage done to the Palace alone is estimated at 
150,000 francs. There is no news yet of the extent of the havoc done in the environs of 
Sofia. visited by a tempest of 
equal violence. 

An exhibition of local products and industries was opened, May 30th, at Fort Worth, 
Texas, in the presmnce of many thousands'of people all parts of the South-west: In 
the evening a grand ball was given in honor of the occasion, at which were present a 
large number of notabilities from Texas and other states, among them Mr. Russel Harri- 
son, the son of the President of the United States, The ballroom, a huge apartment 
forming part of a two-storied building known as the Spring Palace, and used as an 
exhibition building, was beautifully decorated with flags, festeons, and dried grasses. 
During one of the dances, when scores of gaily-dressed couples were whirling around the 
room, the draught blew one of the lights against a flag, which at once flared up. Before 
the accident was noticed the flames had caught the dried grasses and other articles of the 
inflammable decorations, and had spread several yards, The first intimation the merry 
company had of the danger were the shrieks of a frightened woman, and the alarm, thus 
painfully given, quickly degenerated into panic. A wild, unreasonable rush was made 
to the door, and the exits were soon blocked. Infuriated, maddened men and women 
fought for precedence, and the weakest went to the ground. Limbs were broken in the 
frenzied struggle, and lives were lost which need not have been sacrificed had reason 
prevailed only for a very short time. Twenty thousand people were in the exhibition 
grounds at the moment of the outbreak, and from these rescue parties were easily recruited. 
Surgeons who had been summoned to the scene were kept busily at work for hours, for 
some forty or fifty men and women had fractured arms or legs.

CONFISCATING CHURCH PROPERTY. 
Ir will be remembered that several years ago the Congress of the United 
States passed a law known as the Edmunds-Tucker law, one object of 
which was to confiscate certain property of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. Action to carry out the provisions of said law was 
in due time commenced in the Territorial Courts. A Receiver was ap- 
pointed, and certain valuable property of the Church was demanded by 
him in behalf of the government. The matter was taken into the courts 
of the Territory, to test the legality of the law, and it was sustained. It 
was then appealed to the Supreme Court of the United States. After 
months of time for consideration, that court has rendered a decision 
affirming that of the lower courts, and in favor of the act of Congress. 
Three judges, one of whom is the chief justice, dissented from the opinion 
of the majority. 
One can scarcely believe it is true that the Supreme Court has rendered 
a decision declaring a law constitutional, which provides for robbing a 
Church of much of its property. Yet, after the religious test oath 
decision, one is almost prepared to believe that the Republican members 
of the Supreme Court would confirm anything that tended to crush the 
“Mormons.” This decision bears upon its face the marks of a party 
policy, carried out for partisan purposes. The judges who affirmed it are 
Republicans, while those who dissented are Democrats. It is therefore 
clear that party influence was brought to bear upon it. The fact is an 
- unpleasant one to contemplate, and more especially when it seems evident 
that the policy of the predominant party is to rule or ruin. The Repub- 
lican party has formulated plans for the creation of new States to 
strengthen and perpetuate itself in power; and the great offense of the 
people called Mormons” is, that they are generally considered to be 
Democrats, and are therefore in the way of the scheme to make Utah 
a State that will send Republicans to Congress, and furnish electoral. 
votes for a Republican President. To destroy the “Mormon” Church by 
an attack upon its property, and to deprive the members of the right of 
franchise, isin line with the policy of the Republican „ Of course, 
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there must be some pretext for the accomplishment of such a scheme. 
The unpopularity of the religion of the Saints furnishes that pretext.

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It is not necessary to enter into extensive. ents upon this out- 
rageous confiscation of Church property. It is — for our purpose to 
call attention to it as another landmark of the downward tendency of a 
great nation. The Saints will not be discouraged by it. They know that 
truth and justice will triumph at last. They have been robbed and driven 
from their homes in times past, because they have received the Everlast- 
ing Gospel; but the Lord has since blessed and prospered them exceed 
ingly, and He will again bless and prosper them as long as they continue 
to serve Him.

AUCKLAND, N. Z., April 17, 1890.— 
As we take a retrospective view of 
incidents during our stay in this part 
of the world, we are reminded that 
there are some which may prove of 
interest to the many ers of the 
Deseret News. 

One recent event upon which we 
look back with pleasure, is our Con- 
ference at Wairarapa. During the 
three days a lively interest was taken 
in the services, at which many valu- 
able instructions were given by Pre- 
sident Wright and the Elders, and 
many strong testimonies were borne. 

These Conferences are milestones, 
as it were, in the experience of a 
missionary—a time to which we look 
forward with pleasure; for many are 
the happy greetings of fellow-laborers 
in a common cause, who meet only 
upon these occasions. We have in- 
deed cause to — in the great faith 
manifested by the Saints.

UTAH NEWS. 
(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 

George K. Taylor, an employee in the stone yards at the Rio Grande West- 
ern depot, Salt Lake City, was instantly killed, May 14th, by the falling on 
him of a stone weighing about six thousand pounds. His neck was broken 
and the upper portion of his body badly crushed. 

John J. Daly has purchased of J. W. Clawson, of Salt Lake City, the oil 
painting just finished by the latter and entitled “A Party of Prospectors 
Attacked by Indians.” It is said to be an excellent work and the price, $500 
paid by Mr. Daly, is probably the highest ever received by a local artist for a 
painting. 

On May 15th a two-year-old child of Wm. Saxton, who lives east of the 
Utah penitentiary, was accidentally drowred. The child had been out play- 
ing with her elder sister, and was missed on the latter’s return. A search 
was instituted and the baby was found in the irrigating ditch, in about eight- 
een inches of water, where it had fallen. 

The Supreme Court of the United States, on May 19th, rendered an 
opinion in the suit of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints against 
the United States, which was an appeal from the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Utah in favor of the United States, The decree of the lower court 
is affirmed. Justice Bradley delivered the opinion. Chief Justice Fuller 
said he and Justices Field and Lamar were constrained to dissent. ee 

Among the articles of silk goods which the Salt Lake Silk Factory is turn- 
ing out is a book mark, which bears a portrait of Brigham Young and a 
picture of the Temple. Considering these are woven in the fabric, they are 
very good representations of the subjects. This book mark is an elegant 
souvenir, and is being sold at McAllister and Co's book store, Z. C. M. I. and 
the factory, West Temple-street, between South Temple and 7 aero 
streets. 

We are reliably informed, says an Idaho exchange, that a W of local 
capitalists, backed by New York money, is being organized for the purpose 
of surveying and acquiring the right of way for a railroad from Weiser north 
to Lewiston.

We regret to learn of a somewhat serious accident which befel Sisters 
Presendia L. Kimball and Bathsheba W. Smith, of Salt Lake City, at Big 
Cottonwood, May 15th. The two ladies, in company with Sister Elizabeth 
Howard, who was driving, were proceeding along the road in a double-seated 
buggy, and when opposite the residence of Brother Isaac Brookbank, the 
back seat, occupied by Sisters Kimball and Smith, suddenly gave way, causing 
them to fall to the ground with considerable force. Sister Kimball, who is 
in her eightieth year, received a bad injury to the shoulder, and Sister 
Smith was seriously hurt in the back. In addition to this both were severely 
shaken and remained unconscious for nearly three-quarters of an hour. The 
unfortunate ladies were removed to a house in the village and every attention 
was paid tothem. A messenger was despatched to this city for Dr. Romania 
Pratt, and she and Sister Zina D. H. Young promptly responded to the 
summons, remaining with the patients the whole of Thursday night. Sister 
Smith had so far recovered as to be able to return home yesterday, but Sister 
Kimball still remains at Cottonwood. 


On May 18th there occurred the most disastrous fire known in the history 
of Salt Lake City. There has been fires more difficult to handle, because of 
the more intricate plan of the buildings. There have been occasions where 
more disastrous results were promised at the outset, but by the efficient work 
of the fire department were averted. It was a few minutes after one O clock 
in the afternoon when the discovery was made that a flame had started in the 
rear room on the first floor of Henry Denwoodey’s large furniture store on 
First South-street. The alarm was given, and messengers started for the fire 
department headquarters, a block and a half away. A telephone message, 


took the new promptly to the fire department, and after a time the alarm was 


sounded. In a little while several firemen, with the hose cart, appeared, and 
shortly afterwards more of the apparatus arrived. From the time the alarm 
was sounded twenty-five minutes elapsed before a stream of water was turned 
on the flames. That the fire did not spread is due mainly to the fact that 
brick walls intervened, and saved adjoining structures. A large number of 
citizens aided in extinguishing incipient blazes, started by turning timbers 
which were carried a considerable distance in some instances. The careful 
working in this line kept new fires from starting. The losses will in the 
aggregate reach $120,000. Of this amount only about $70,000 is insured. 
Mr. Dinwoodey’s stock was worth about $80,000, and the building about 
$25,000. His insurance is about $65,000. The remainder is distributed 
among Calder Brothers, Sears and Liddle, the Jennings estate, Carroll end 
pr Mrs. Clinton, Mrs. Christie, Mrs, Schultze, Joseph Oberndorfer and 
others,
